The in the Irish ‘liquor trade 
demands clear and dispassionate thinking 
from everybody in Ireland—from the 
manufacturers and sellers of strong drink, 
from the moderate consumers of strong 
drink, and=from all classes ot temperance 
reformers, ‘The trade” is entitled to fair 
treatment by the State. The case which the 
meeting of Irish: licensed traders put for- 
ward in Dublin yesterday was exaggerated 
in some respects—-all such cases are bound 
to be exaggerated—-but, on the whole, it 
must appeal to every reasonable man s 
sense of justice. Apart from the breweries 
and distilleries, the retail liquor trade in 
Ireland has become a large and strongly 
established industry under the direct 
auspices of the State. It has been super- 
vised strictly by the State, and has paid 
immense sums to it in various forms of 
taxation. There are 16,790 publie houses

persons depend on them for their living. 
The new liquor restrictions threaten many 
of these persons with financial ruin, and 
a still larger number with loss of employ- 
The output of beer in the United 
Kingdom has been reduced since 1914 from 
thirty-six million barrels to. eighteen 
million Larrels, and now ‘t is about to be 
reduced to ten million barrels.

Fair compensation for the 
whole liquor industry would be a national 
movement in the fullest sense.

war than in the control of the liquor 


trafic. It is certain that, after the war, 
the question of the State’s purchase of all 
branches of the industry will be brought 
urgently before Parliament. Of coarse; 
State purchase would mean fair compensa- 
tion for all affected interests—brewers, dis- 
tillers, shareholders, retail traders, and 
tens of thousands of workers—and would 
involve a financial transaction of the 
hugest and most complicated kind, The 
State, however, has learned boldness and 
thoroughness during the war, and now 
thinks in billions where formerly it 
thought in millions. The Irish industry 
must contemplate State purchase as a sub- 
stantial possibility of the near future, and 
thet possibility should govern the caleula- 
tions of the licensed~trade in the present 
crisis. Yesterday's meeting received two 
excellent pieces of advice. Mr. Callan 
Macardle advises the trade to join hands 
with the temperance party, and to put 
forward “a concrete case for compensation 
or State purchase of all redundant 
licences.’ Mr. Byrne, M.P., goes farther ; 
he knows the feeling of the House of 
Commons, and believes that “there is 
nothing. for it but State purchase.’ He 
urges the retailers to recognise the faci, 
and to take action before their business is 
hit still more severely by new restrictions. 
That is a policy in which the whole Irish 
people could co-opetate, and the licensed 
trade need fear no injustice if it has thu 
whole Irish people at its ‘back.

Australian Politics. 


The political equilibrium in -Austraha 
for the past few months has been highly 
unstable, and Mr, Hughes s position has 
grown more and more precarious since last 
autumn. 
in the summer he was very generally re- 
garded as the authentic spokesman of Aus- 
tralian opimon. In fact, his domestic 
policy had for some time been alienating 
from him the support of a large section of 
the Labour Party, to which he belonged. 
This hostility to Mr. Hughes was largely 
responsible for the defeat of his con- 
scription proposals by referendum. He 
retained office by a fusion with the 
Liberal Party, which secured him 
a small majority, in the House of 
Representatives. In the Senate, huw- 
ever, parties were equally balanced, and 
his majority consisted only in the Presi- 
dent's casting vote. The normal life of 
Parliament is elapsing, and the Govern. 
ment recently introduced a Bill for extend- 
ing it. At this juncture an Opposition 
Senator resigned, as Mr. Hughes's critics 
allege, under unfair pressure. Another 
‘Opposition Senator has since announced 
that an attempt has been made to bribe 
him to resign and so make the Govern- 
ment’s ‘victory in the Senate. certain. 
Though Mr. Hughes denies the charges of 
corruption, two Senators who were sup- 
porters of the Government intimated that 
they could not vote for the prolongation 
“of the life of Parliament ‘ntil the Govern- 
ment was cleared of them. Mr, Hughes's 
majority in the Senate has, therefore, dis- 
appeared, and he has no option, but to 
appeal to the country. The result of that 
appeal is entirely open. An important 
feature of the crisis is that the Imperial 
Conference may new be held almost im. 
mediately. All the delegates except the 
Australian, and General Smuts, who is 
en route, are already in London. Mr. 
Hughes's place will probably be taken by 
Mr. Fisher; an ex-Premier and present 
High Commissioner, and Sir George Reid, 
an ex-High Commissioner. It is urgent 
thaí the meeting of the Conference shall 
not be further delayed. ,

Their number is about to be 
reinforced by the Prime Ministers of the 
Deominions—a factor on which Mr. Lioyd George 
has always counied as an auxiliary force. All 
of these men, we are convinced, are entirely 
willimg to be guided by the wishes of Ireland, 
go long as there is no weakening of the neces- 
sary haval and military safeguards. They are 
equally prepared either to wait for agreement 
in Ireland, or to grant such forms of govern- 
ment at once as the two sections of the Irish 
people may, respectively, desire. The one ob- 
stacle to be avoided is a display of nebulous 
demands by the: Irish members themselves. 
They must be absolutely definite about their 
own solution of the problem. One condition, 
in Any case, seems to Tie Times to be indis- 
pengable as a preliminary to any final satisfac- 
tion..

All four prisoners stepped to the front of the 
dock and answered to their names. a. tense 
silence the Clerk of the Arraigns read out the 
terms of the indictment, in which there are in 
all nine counts under Section 4 of the Offences 
Against the Person Act of 1861. Each prisoner 
in a firm voice pleaded not guilty. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S SPEECH. 


Thée Attorney-General at once opened the 
prosecution. He declared that the contention 
of the Crowh was that the prisoners were a 
desperate and dangerous body of people, They 
were bitterly hostile to their own country, 
sheltering fugitives from the Army, and 
doing their best to injure Great Britain in the 
present crisis. Their bitterness; was great 
against the statesmen who had felt it neces- 
sary to resort to compulsion to win the war. 
The jury might find some psychological clue to 
the actions of the accused in the hatred which 
they felt for the two persons mentioned in the 
indictment Mr, Lloyd George and Mr. Hender- 
son. The male prisoner was a trained and 
qualified chemist. He had made a special study 
of poisons. He might very properly be con- 
sidered an expert in such matters. Mason was 
of military age, and there was reason for sup- 
posing that he himself was contemplating an 
evasion of his military duties when the time 
arrived for calling him up. The Attorney- 
General maintained the need in certain cir- 
cumstances of employing secret agents. There 
was, said Sir Frederick, & movement amongst a 
very small portion of the population to avoid 
military service, and to shelter those who had 
a plea of “‘conscientious objection.” It is, he pro- 
ceeded, very difficult to trace such persons. 
They constantly change their address. The 
only method by which such schemes can be de- 
feated is to make the acquaintance of the per- 
sons who organise these methods. I nope to 
satisfy you that the only method of obtaising 
acquaintance with the class of persons to whom 
I allude is to use an affectation of sympathy. 
There is another reason why ib is necessary to 
employ secret agents. We livé in days when 
schemes of sabotage are not unknown, and the 
Government of the country would incur very 
deep responsibility if it neglected to avail itself 
of the means of protection universally adopted 
by all in time of war. Such agencies are neces- 
saily in their very nature secret, and they are 


ocenr to the jury. J¢ is not usual for such 
persons to discharge their duties in their own 
names. The Attorney-General gave next. a 
close recital of the details of the alleged occur- 
rences at Derby. The story is familiar to the 
public, and the Attorney-General followed 
closely the line of his earlier speech at Derby. 


THE EVIDENCE. 


Herbert Booth, examined by Mr. Young, said 
he acted entirely under the direction of Major 
Lee and Major Labouchere, to whom he re- 
ported nóim soil Witness gave a delailed ac- 
count of his visit to Derby, as related by the 
Attorney-General. The witness proceeded to 
deseribe the conversations which he had had 
with Mrs. Wheeldon. Some of the latler’s ob- 
servations, he said, were very piquant, and her 
language somewhat vulgar. The witness de- 
tailed his receiving the box containing the tubes 
from Mrs. Wheeldon. He gave Mrs. Wheeldon 
his name as Herbert Norton, Dul he was always 
known as “ Comrade Bert.’ 
Cross-examined by Mr. Riza, witness said he 
joined the Secret Service in September last. 
Previously há had been a lawyer's clerk for 
twenty years. He was an attested man; he did 
not ask for any exemption, and he obtained his 
present position from Major Lee. 

How did you come to engage Gordon? In the 
ordinary course of my duties. .

Mr. ASQUITH asked the Prime Minister 
whether, in view of the fact that the Ministry 
of Pénsions Act of last session, establishing & 
Central Pensions“ Department, provided that 
the powérs and duties of the Statutory Com- 
mittes, under the Naval and Military War 
Pensions Act, 1915, should be exercised by 
that Committee, under the control and in- 
structions of a Minister of the Crown, any 
change was nécéssitated in the position of His 
Royal Highness the Pritice of Wales, as Chair: 
man of the Committee. wee 

Mr. BONAR LAW—The Prime Minister, to 
whom I communicated the right hon. 
gentleman's quéstions, had intended to answer 
this question himself, but he is confined to his 
house with a cold. When the change in the 
position of the Statutory Committee took place, 
my right hon. friend (Mr. Asquith), who was 
then Prime Minister, felt that it was_inappro- 
sriate that His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Vales should continue to act as Chairman of 
the Committee after they had lost their full in- 
dependence, and, acting on my right hon. 
friend’s advice, His Royal Highness has accord. 
ingly resigned. 1 think it only right to add 
that during thé tenure of his office His Royal 
Highness took a deep and continuous interest in 
all the Fam of the Committee, and in 
the performance of the first public duties of this 
nature which he has undertaken he has shown 4 
geal for the public service, and more parti- 
cularly that part of it which relates to the wel- 
fare of our sailors and ‘soldiers, which may 
inspire! the country with confidence as to the 
contribution to the national service which may 
be expected from him with increasing * years. 
(Cheers.) I think I ought Also to add thet 
during His Royal Highness’s tenure of office as 
chairman, the Statutory Committee have laid 
the foundation of a system of pensions and 
allowances to our soldiers and sailors and their 
widows and dependents more humane and 
generous in its provisions than any which had 
previously existed. (Cheers.) 

Mr. ASQUITH—May I be allowed to associate 
myself with the tribute the right hon. gentle- 
man has paid to the invaluable sefvices of His 
Royal Highness the Prince of Wales as Chair- 
man of this Committee? (Cheers.) 


MINISTRY OF PENSIONS. 

The House went inte Committee of Supply. 

On a supplementary vole for the Minisiry of 
Pensions, 

Mr. G. N. BARNES, .Minister of Pensione, 
made a statemént on the work of the Ministry 
since it was brought into existence last Decem- 
ber in regard to the care of disabled men. He 
referred to the excellent work done at St. 
Dunstan's for the blind, at the Star and Garter 
Home for the paralysed, and at the hospital at 
Roehampton for Jdiers who had lost limbs, 
and by other voluntary agencies who had 
worked with splendid seal and disinterestedness. 
The Ministry of Pensions aimed at building upon 
the foundations laid by the voluntary agencies, 
and a Committee had been set up to deal, in 
the first place, with the cases of the totally 
disabled men who requited institutional treat- 
ment. They intended to avail themselves of the 
help and experiénee of the Red Cross Society, 
who were managing twelve or fourteen hundred 
hospitals under the War Office. They had al- 
ready started one place at Golder’s Green, in 
which they proposed to place one ‘hundred 
heurasthenics, who would be diluted with a 
number oí soldiers and sailors who had lost 
limbs, d who, it was hoped, would cheer up 
the newrasthenic patients. (Hear, hear.) They 
had also obtained another institution at Chal- 
font, St. Giles, for epileptics. 


THE ROYAL WARRANT. 

Proceeding to explain the provisions of the 
draft Royal Warrant, which have already been 
published, he said that & warrant dealing with 
officers and nurses was in an advanced stage of 
preparation. The Ministry of Pensions took 
over Chelsea Hospital on 15th February, and 
they now had on their books 140,275 disabled 
men, 157,544’ children of disabled men, 62.796 
widows, 128,294 children of widows, and 
29,832 dependents—~a total of 8,741 per- 
sons. jn addition to these, there were 
about 25,000 widows who would shortly 
be on the pension list, 65,000 men in hospital, 
and 65,000 medically unfit. So that the num- 
bers to be dealt with nnder this Royal Warrant 
would be approximately 700,000. Explaining 
the new scailes of the pensions, he pointed out 
that the flat rate pension for the disabled man 
would be irrespective ef his earning capacity, 
but in regard to the alternative pension which 
they provided, and which was based upon the 
mans pre-war earnings, it would be necessary 
to take into account what the man was able io 
earn.
